William Ward, 26, Andover st., 
Ballardvale, died at 8 o’clock last 
Friday morning as a result of burns 
received when a pail of gasoline 
directly behind him-where he was 
working on a motor in a garage at 
the rear of Park street, became 
ignited and enveloped him in a 
sheet of flame. Almost his entire 
body was covered with severe 
burns, and his name was on the 
danger list from the time he was 
admitted to the Lawrence General 
hospital until his death. Dr. Julius 
J. Burgiel, medical examiner, 
stated that death was due to first, 
second and third degree burns 
which covered 70 per cent of his 
body. 

Gardner Townsend of Lawrence, 
owner of the garage, and Joseph 
Smeltzer, who happened to be in 
the shop at the time, tore off 
Ward’s clothing, and the fire de- 
partment ambulance was sum- 
moned from across the street. He 
was rushed to the hospital in a 
very critical condition, and was 
given emergency treatment over a 
long period. Blood plasma ‘was 
given, and blood donors were 
standing by in readiness to give 
aid. 

The blaze, which also scorched 
a warehouse owned by Mrs. Wal- 
ter J. Morrissey, will be investi- 
gated by Lieutenant Richard J. 
Griffith of Haverhill. 

Surviving are his wife, Erlene 
(Robertson) Ward; two sons, Ed- 
ward Thurston and William Hen- 
ry, Jr.; his mother, Mrs. Myra 8S. 
Ward of Ballardvale; a sister, Mrs. 
James Butler; two brothers, Ever- 
ett T., of this town and W. Dean 
of Ballardvale; three uncles, three 
aunts, two nieces and two nephews. 

Ward was a painter by trade, 
and was hired as a mechanic at

For gallantry in action against 
the enemy in the vicinity of Baguio 
in Northern Luzon, Sergeant John

vision. Sgt. Morton commands a 
machine gun squad in Company I, 
which has seen action in Dutch 
New Guinea, Netherlands Hast In- 
dies and on Luzon, participating in 
the Philippine Liberation cam- 
paign. During a dawn attack by a 
force of numerous Nips on his 
company, Sgt. Morton was in com- 
mand of a machine gun squad lo- 
cated at the point where the full 
force of the attack was borne. Des- 
pite the fact that he was continu- 
ously exposed to enemy machine 
gun fire which killed two members 
of his squad, Sgt. Morton cooly re- 
mained at his post. Skillfully hold-

least 19 of the enemy. In part the 
citation read: “Sgt. Morton’s ex- 
cellent control over his squad, his 
keen sense of tactics and his cour- 
ageous leadership under oyer- 
whelming odds were directly re- 
sponsible for the defeat of the 
enemy and reflect great credit up- 
on ‘himself and the military serv- 
ice.”

Morton is entitled to wear the 
Good Conduct Medal, the Asiatic- 
Pacific Ribbon with two campaign 
stars, the Philippine Liberation
